Dear Mr. President: 

As a result of the changes in the General Course, 
Miss Benson and I, in consultation with other members of the staff, 
have decided that the Household Science = General Course, as at 
present outlined, would be entirely too heavy. It would mean at 
least half as much work again as the new General Course and the 


student would have to spend such a large proportion of her time 


on the General Course subjects that usehold Science would suffer. 
Cur proposal is that the Household Science - General Course be 


discontinued and a new Special Course in Househol 
established. The present Special Course is suitable for students 
who would make good honour students in Science, and most of the 
students desiring Household Science would take the new course. 


We suggest that the proposed new course be known 


as the Household Science Course and that the name 
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Special Course be changed to Household Economics and Science. 
We further suggest that certain modifications, which would allow 
the student to take more Science, be made in the latter course. 

I enclose a draft of our proposals. Would you be 
willing that I should see the Superintendent of Education to find 


out if such courses would be acceptable to the Department of 


Education?
